Rapid Strides of tlie Missions— Interesting 


Details of the Advance of Religion* Tole- 
rance. 
The Methodist Preachers' Association was enter- 


tained yesterday by the Bev. Dr. Butler, the Kev. 
Mr. Kiley and Major Brown, who delivered addresses 
on the growth of Protestantism in Mexico. From 
these addresses it appears that there are now in that 
country fifty-two Protestant congregations, where, a 
few years ago, a Protestant was denie JJthe rights or 
Christian sepulture. The American /and Foreign 
Christian Union sis years ago sent out Miss Eau 
kin, a pious and educated New Englnud lady, who 
was very Smdiy received among the Hexicans, and 
she has organized and now superintends four- 
teen societies. 
Up to that time, and, indeed, 


nntil the downfall 
of 
Maximilian, a 
min- 


ister of a Protestant denomination could not 
gain a hearing among them, but there existed gal- 
lantry enough among tnem TO secure a lady irom 
persecution and insult. Since that time, the govern- 
ment of President Juarez has guaranteea civil and 
religious Uoerty to all, aud though, they have to bear 
local peisecutions and Insults, the cause still pro- 
gresses favorably. Five priests have been converted, 
and there aie a great many uatlve young men anxious 
to enter the miesiou field, provided they can be 
guaranteed merely support to the extent ot about 
S230ayear. The venerable and eloquent Ponce de 
Leon, who is looked upon as a second St. Paul 
travels everwhere preaching and organizing socie- 
ties, and ail that he receives is ten dollars a month. 
Eighteen months ago the Rev. Henry C. Kiley, pastor 
of the Spanish-American church of this citv, and a 
native 01 South America, was sent out to superin- 
tend the Protestant congregations in Jllexloo. His 
command of the Spanish language (his vernacular) 
let him at once Into sympathy with the Mexicans, 
and he has, organized tuirty-elght congregations and 
maintained Protestant worship among them at his 
own expense.

lar appreciation. The total circulation of them al 
is certamir not equal to a third or the circulation an 
observer would predicate for them.and is probably 
not equal to half that of the Paris or New York press 
Uhere is at the same time no sign ornew enterprises 
8?rti T T?8"0,113 we mteQd to examine, extremly 
little inclination towards speculation in London 
newspapers. The second fact— the decaying energy 
of proprietors— Is scarcely less pateiit. The news

to have been starved. Only two journals have any-

staff; 
only one 
seems to have a provincial staff of any kind- 
and the telegraph wire is almost unused. The mass 
of Information which a journal like the SEW } OBK 
HE&AUD, for example, will puo'ish any mornlnir— 
fresh news from all parts of the world, whole 
columns of telegrams by cable, letters from all the 
cities or the union — seem wonderful to men who 
study the London newspapers and note how tney 
are filled. Nothing now Is well reported In them 
except parliamentary proceedings, which are wen 
reported because it is traditional to report them 
well; and members complain— we know notwith 
what justice— that even these grow worse and 
worse. Of municipal news there is next to nothing- 
of county news notning at 
all unconnected 
with, imperial politics. 
In the whole Lou- 
don press there is not so much as a letfer 
rrom Scotland, while Manchester might be almost 
on tne verge of civil war without London knowing 
that anything had occurred In Manchester. In rac£ 
to describe plainly a ract long commented on in 
society, London newspapers are in most depart- 
ments badly done— do not contain ;ne information 
their readers desire and would give money to ob- 
tain. On the third point there will exist or course 
much difference or opinion, but the truth, can, we 
believe, be demonstrated. The people of the great 
cities are ceasing to care to take the London papers 
or to read them, or to reel much interest about them. 
Time was when the London journals were 
the only papers which exercised any political 
power, which, formed opinion or which eould 
be relied on to reflect the views of the majority 
or electors. Men. repeated the Times to yon as 
their opinion, and to quote the ideas of a 
provincial paper was to commit an absurdity Now 
it is doubtful whether provincial papers do not re- 
flect opinion more accurately than London papers 
aud certain that no journal does more ttiau help to 
form it. 1 he entire London pi ess, even when unani- 
mous, is frequently defeated, and often advises ac- 
tion which the House of Commons, pressed by other 
influences, declines altogether to endorse. Marked 
instances of such failure are the continued career or 
tbe Home Secretary, who has no iriend in the press 
and the apparent breakdown of the rorioos demand 
tor interference m Greece— a demand to which the 
country press, uninfluenced bv a personal knowledge 
or the victims, made a comparatively feeble response. 
Tue change Is a very great one, and will have great 
political results, and it may be worth while to ex- 
amine its more probable causes. 


We believe that the political importance or London 
itseir has very seriously declined. Twenty years' 
ago— and still more forty years aeo— the political 
Importance of London society was very great, in- 
deed so great as to be almost overruling. The 
opinion or a limited class, living on a rather con- 
fined district, alarmed Ministers, affected the House 
of Commons, and surely, though slowly, influenced 
the whole country.

The United States steamer of war Yantle arrived 


here on the 3d from Havana and Santiago de Cuba, 
having on board Sir Charles Bright and other 
officers of the West India ana Panama Telegraph 
Company to make preparatory arrangements lor the 
laying or the cables which are to unite these islands 
aud the South American continent with the United 
states and Europe.

General Banks, of the House Committee on 


Foreign Afl'airs, it is expected, will shortly in- 
troduce, perhaps to-day, some resolutions from 
the committee, suggesting to the President a 
bolder and more definite line of policy on the 
Cuban question than that which has been and 
slill is pursued by our present easy-going, do- 
nothing and "waiting-for-something-to-lurn- 
up" Secretary of State. The other day, in the 
House, when, on a motion to strike out from an 
appropriation bill the item for the consulate at 
Santiago de Cuba, Mr. Voorhces, of Indiana, 
opened his batteries on the atrocities of the 
Spanish authorities of the island, and against 
the humiliating, shilly-shally and anti-Anseri- 
can course of our State Department in this 
business, his earnest denunciations so far 
awakened the genuine American sentiment of 
the House that if in the glow-of the general 
excitement a resolution had been offered con- 
ceding belligerent rights to the Cubans it 
would doubtless have been adopted by accla- 
mation. 


We expect a report from General Banks and 


his committee to some extent representing this 
general Cuban sentiment of the Hoase. At 
the tail end of the last session of Congress one 
of the last acts of the House was the passing, 
unanimously, a joint resolution (which went 
over in the Senate) authorizing the President 
to proclaim belligerent rights in behalf of the 
smuggling Cubans, and assuring him ia this 
proceeding of the support of Congress and 
the country. We may safely say, therefore, 
that if during the present session the Hoase 
Committee on Foreign Affairs has made no 
report upon this Cuban question it is because 
General Banks, from a courteous respect for 
the representations and assurances of Mr. Sec- 
retary Fish, and in deference to the wishes of 
the President, has been patiently waiting for 
"something lo turn np" until tbe patience of 
the House is exhausted. 


Several months ago, from an official 
or 


semi-official reconnoissanoe and report on the 
situation of the belligerents in Cuba, we were 
assured that the insurrection was substantially 
at an end; that all that was left of it was an 
insignificant gang or two of banditti in the 
mountains; that these banditti were BO hedged 
in that taoy could do nothing, and that, with 
some twenty thousand Spanish troops on, the 
island and a Spanish fleet patrolling the coast, 
iaw and order would soon be re-catablished 
from one end to the other. More recently 
some of the principal Cuban chiefs have left 
the island and come to this country—a fact, 
which, prima facie of itself, would seem to be 
conclusive against their cause. Yet, from the 
•epresentatioas of General Jordan, it appears 
hat ia numbers the fighting Cubans still on 
land could speedily finish the great work they 
lave undertaken if they were only one half 
supplied with arms, and that, even with the 
insufficient and inefficient weapons with which 
;hey have been and are lighting, they are 
competent to prolong the struggle indefinitely. 
At all events, the best news that the Spanish 
authorities at Havana can furnish us now 
embraces, -witli the daily surrender of squads 
of insurgents, esecutiona of others by the 
ialf dozen at a time, and the burning of sugar 
plantations by the squads who still kee p the 
Geld. 


We have not been, however, so much die- 


appointed in the assurances from Washington 
of the end of the Cuban insurrection as in our 
expectations of something from Spain in the 
way of a settlement through the diplomacy of 
Mr. Fish. It has been a long time since we 
lave had even a hint of anything going on be- 
tween General Sickles and the government at 
Madrid. In short, from all that we see and 
hear, Mr. Secretary Fish is satisfied with 
things as they are going on, because he thinks 
they are tending to the restoration of the full 
authority of Spain over Cuba, and because he 
ia opposed to the acquisition of the island. 
We apprehend that this is the secret of bis 
unsatisfactory Cuban policy—opposition to the 
annexation of the island—and he opposes it, 
no doubt, because it involves a programme Of 
annexation and expansion entirely too large 
for his conservative notions of our foreign 
policy. 


Mr, Secretary Fish, then, is behind the age, 


and too far behind the public sentiment of the 
country for the State Department. We have 
seen enough of his feeble statesmanship in 
the matter of the permit to the Canadian 
steamer Chicora to pass through the Sault 
Ste. Marie canal to satisfy ns upon this 
point. He is a most amiable, pleasant and 
excellent man; but he is not the man for the 
State Department in these progressive times. 
The House of Representatives, we have rea- 
son to think, is of the same opinion, and if, 
from its approaching action on the Cuban ques- 
tion we are favored with a change or two in 
the Cabinet, we shall hail it as an event upon 
which to congratulate the President, Congress 
and the country. 


POLITICS AUD RELIGION.—An attempt was 


made in the Presbyterian General Assembly 
to endorse a particular policy of President 
Grant. 
The effort was unsuccessful, the 


Assembly declaring that the Church bad 
nothing to do with politics. If the determina- 
tion of our Presbyterian friends be followed 
out it may deprive political parsons "of their 
stock in trade, and even seriously affect their 
income returns; but their flocks will be greatly 
benefited thereby, and thousands who have 
been driven from under the droppings of the 
sanctuary by these false teachers will return .to 
the fold. 
It is fully time that political 


preachers were "played out," and no denomi- 
nation could better inaugurate the good work 
than the Presbyterians, 


THE HEWS FBOJC THE Wsai ISDIES.—The 


steamer which arrived here yesterday from 
Havana brings ns encouraging news regarding 
the prospects of the early laying of the West 
Indies and Panama cable, which, when com- 
pleted, will unite Central and South America 
with Europe. Sir Charles Bright has already 
arrived at St. Thomas to superintend the laying 
of the cable, tbe greater portion of "which hag. 
been received. Everything, looks favorable, 
and by the time the summer is over we may 
expect to bavo to record another achievement 
of science. The Haytiens are greatly per- 
plexed over the discovery of a large quantity 
of counterfeit money, and loud cries are being 
made fora national banking'system. If even 
this will improve Haytian finances we hope tbe 
people will succeed ia tbeir desire*. 


Decoration Day. 


The custom of decorating the graves of the 


dead is as old as human affection, and it is as 
beiutiful 
as it is ancient. 
How 
many 


thousands dny by day, in the privacy of tbeir 
great sorrow, visit the cemeteries throughout 
the country, and there, quietly and unseen of 
man, lay upon the graves of the departed 
those tributes—which most resemble life in tbe 
proximity of death—bright flowers that woo 
the sunshine, and evergreen shrubs, emblematic 
of that enduring life which the grave cannot 
estin^msh 1 


But it is on such public occasions as tiiat of 


yesterday that we see how the sympathy of 
the people is expressed for those whose 
memory has become public property by dying 
in the cause of country. The celebration—the 
details of which we publish in our columns 
to-day—was grand 
in 
all its 
features, 


and 
exhibited 
a 
sorrowful 
sublimity 


that 
was not 
equalled 
in 
the years 


which 
have 
passed 
since 
the war. 


With sounds of martial music, with solemn 
hymns chanted above the graves, with religious 
discourses befitting the ceremony, the living 
comrades of those who sleep in a hundred 
cemeteries, almost from one end of the land to 
the other, paid that homage which shows that 
the dead soldier, though passed away, Is not 
forgotten. 
The people generally participated 


in the feeling by abandoning business to B 
great extent. In this city the Custom House, 
the banks and the public buildings were closed. 
Even Wall street was affected with a touch of 
human sympathy, and, although the day was 
not a legal holiday, the money changers ceased 
to clink their gold out of respect for the 
solemnities which were being performed at 
Greenwood and Cypress HilL The flags on the 
public buildings floated at half staff, and guns 
from the forts in the harbor announced that 
honors were being paid txrthe heroes who had 
died that the nation might live. 


Similar scenes occurred in Washington, in 


Philadelphia, 
Boston, 
Cincinnati, 
Buffalo, 


Providence, Lowell and many other cities, as 
described in our numerous despatches. Con- 
gress on Saturday adjourned over until Tues- 
day in honor of the day, and the government 
departments were all closed, white thousands 
of soldiers and citizens proceeded to the 
Cemetery of Oak Grove, and the Soldiers' 
Cemetery at Arlington, to pay the annual 
tribute of this floral month to the fallen brave. 
This is just as it should be. We hope that 
the custom will be continued and become more 
honored in the observance as years roll on. 


Let the dead soldiers be honored while the 


memory of their services remains with us, and 
that will be as long aa we value a united coun- 
try.

Progress in the Homan CoDucft. 


Our cable despatches within tho last two 


days relative to the great Council at Rome 
have been more than ordinarily numerous. 
From these we learn that the BzJiema de 
Bffma.no Pontifice, which has in its first chapter 
the infallibility dogma, is now under discus- 
sion. It is said that tho infallibilists are 
active and hopeful. Absentees have been 
summoned to Eome, and the friends of the 
dogma are now in the Holy City in largo 
numbers. Some time since it did seem as if 
the Curia, would halt in what we have more 
than once called their mad career, and as if the 
fear of dividing the Church were more potent 
than the desire to be governed by an infal- 
lible 
head. 
Tho 
aspect 
of things 
is 


now changed. Tha Curia, can count on a 
majority, and time only is required to make 
their purpose good. In spite of the retire- 
ment from Rome in indignation and disgust of 
certain Eastern churchmen, and in spite of 
the protests of the great Catholic Powers, the 
Pope and his friends go on; and Cardinal 
Antonelli tells Bavaria, as he has already told 
France and Austria, to mind ita proper busi- 
ness and to leave tho Church alone. In the 
course which he is pursuing the Pope is 
encouraged by a present of one hundred thou- 
sand franca, conveyed through M. Veailiot, 
the Ultramontane editor of /' Univcrs. Not- 
withstanding the increasingly hot weather the 
Council still sits, and is likely to sit through 
all summer. 
It will not do to allow the 


bishops to depart from Home until the dogma 
of infallibility is proclaimed. That done they 
may go where they may. In a few weeks at 
most the vexed question of Papal infallibility 
will in all likelihood be set at rest. May it 
do the Church and the world much good. 


BAEBAEOTJS SPECTACLES.—Two more acci- 


dents have just resulted at places of public 
amusement in this city from the extra hazard- 
ous exhibitions relied upon to take the popular 
fancy. In one case It was the old story of a 
man perilling life and limb by a leap through 
mid air from rope to rope, and breaking 
bia shoulder blade by B fall to the floor. 
The peril which made the other exhi- 
bition piquant, however, was to the life 
of a young woman, who was down in the 
bill to go at a certain hour into the cage of 
some wild beasts of the panther tribe. She 
went in, and the panther tore her, and the 
public was indulged in an excitement that 
always lies behind these shows as an im- 
minent possibility. It is a natural curiosity 
for people to desire to observe the various 
sorts of wild animals, and few exhibitions are 
more agreeable or instructive than a well 
ordered menagerie, but it does not add to any 
proper pleasure people can take in such a 
show to have a clap-trap exhibition of 
lion tamers in connection with it. This pan- 
ders only to a brutal and barbarous taste, and 
should be forbidden by law. 


FOLET VicrroRiora.—Mr. Foley has made a 


splendid fight, which must have secured for 
bun, we are sure, the sympathy, and admira- 
tion of all who have watched his plucky 
pertinacity. He was a candidate for Super- 
visor, and claimed the office under the law 
that gives places to tbe candidate that gets the 
greatest number of votes and to the,one also 
that gets the next greatest number. 
Mr. 


Henry Smith got in reality the next to the 
greatest number; but Foley claimed that S mitt's 
candidacy did not count, because he was by 
law ineligible for the office. 
Everybody was 


against Foley. 
The canvassers, ia violation 


of law, counted Smith in, and tbe Mayor, in 
violation of law, certified to his election; but 
Foley fongbt his case before tbe courts, and won. 
To any constituency looking around for a can- 
didate whom it will be troublesome to count 
Out we commend Mr. Foley.

The 8th of May, as tbe arehivists of the 


Paris press remind us, bas not always beoa 
favorable to ruling ministries. It was on that 
date, in 1821, that Roger d'Argenson died; 
on that date, in 1783, the Due de Choiseul, 
another French Minister, expired, and the 
famous Marquis de Porabal, of Portugal, then 
in power, gave up tho ghost on that day in 
1782. 
The ministry of Louis Philippa re- 


ceived a fatal blow from the crisis that super- 
vened on the 8th of May, 18t7. Within a 
year the King was in exile. The 8t!i of May 
has been otherwise remarkable in French his- 
tory. On that day, in 1816, the old liberty of 
divorce was abolished, and only the right of 
separation from bed and board retained. It 
has its revolutionary prestige, running back 
to the Reign of Terror. 
Fouquier de Tinvflle, 


tbe public accuser, alleged in the Red tribunal 
of 1791 that the public farmers general 
cheated the people, and on the 8th of May 
they were beheaded; but on that very day, 
one year later, he too felt the edge of the guil- 
lotine. Great accidents also have marked the 
date; for on May 8, 1842, occurred the terri- 
ble accident on the Versailles Railway, near 
Paris, that cost the Admiral JD'Urville his life, 
after he had made two or threa voyages around 
the world in safety. The opposition party in 
France will think the 8th of May, 1870, the 
worst episode of all, for it brought to them a 
fearful overthrow. Although in the depart- 
ment of the Seine alone there were about 
100.000 votes not cast, the Emperor's policy 
received 140,000, whHe in the Presidential 
election of December 10, 1848, he, as Prince 
Louis Napoleon, got of 433,632 votes regis- 
tered a total of only 198,500, while Cavaignao 
had 95,571 and 47,758 were scattering, with 
91,803 not cast. Yet this was in the very 
flush of the first popularity of his nomination. 


In the district of M. Tbiers, strange to say, 


the government had a sweeping majority in the 
late election, while, quite as curiously, in that 
of M. Ollivier, the commercial heart of Paris, 
things went the other way, with 6,316 votes 
withheld. This result arose 
from reasons 


depending rather upon the Ollivier Ministry 
than upon the Emperor, and had to do with 
mercantile dissatisfaction at certain special 
measures, Marseilles seems, with its excit- 
able and turbulent population, to have been 
well worked by the Reds, for it gave thirty 
thousand nays against fourteen thousand vot- 
ing yea. But, on the other hand, there were 
thirly thousand other votes not oast. There was 
an evident faar of revolutionary outbreak and 
vengeance. In Paris the aspect of things was 
peculiar. Several noted opposition leaders 
were denied admission to the inner rooms at 
the polls, and at the military barracks were 
warned off at the point of the bayonet. Hence 
their clamors about the "stuffing" of ballot 
boxes. During the day there was a tremen- 
dous scare started by the story that a cask of 
gunpowder had bsen found under the barracks 
at the Chateau d'Eau; but upon, investigation it 
was discovered to be only a harmless barrel 
of tar left there by some workmen who had 
been repairing the gas pipes. All sorts of dis- 
quieting reports were put in motion, but with- 
out effect. 
The Emperor's sudden death, the 


flight of Eugenie, the defection of the Paris 
garrison, the general arrest of all the opposi- 
tion deputies and editors, the placing of Paris 
under martial law, and Bn organized, premedi- 
tated massacre of citizens by the troops, were 
among the canards started during the voting 
houra; but the day rolled by, and with it what 
was left of insurgent bopes. 
Hereafter the 


8th of May will be marked with a white stone 
in the imperial Napoleonic annals; for it ren- 
dered qnito possible within a reasonable period 
what before seemed but distant visions, glori- 
ous indeed, but shadowy in their remoteness, 
to wit: Bonaparte sceptres in Rome, ia Flor- 
ence and in Madrid; the consolidation of the 
Napoleon dynasty; the leadership and direct 
control of th? Latin race; the Mediterranean 
made, indeed, a French lake, undone of these 
days'the oriflamme or the tri-color fluttering 
from Mount Zion. 


Hoffman for Neic* GoTeraor. 


If ever there was a politician who sat In 


the executive chair of the State who has 
earned for himself the good will of the people, 
without regard to mere party fealty or preju- 
dice, it w John T. Hoffman. 
Although de- 


roted to the interests of the democratic party, 
and never, perhaps, for a moment losing sight 
of what he owes to that party for its recogni- 
tion of his talents and the rewards it has con- 
ferred upon him, the interests of the people of 
the State at large have never been overlooked 
by the Governor. 
The steadfastness with 


which he has opposed his authority to all the 
jobs and coalitions which have been crowded 
upon him during the last two sessions of the 
Legislature, including the Arcade. scheme for 
the destruction of Broadway, entitles him to 
the highest consideration as a wise and honest 
public official. No chief executive of the State 
has done so much to break up the paltry sys- 
tem of special legislation upon which the lobby 
has been growing fat for years past and to 
demoralize the Albany lobby itself as Gov- 
ernor Hoffman; and what greater boon could 
be conferred upon the State? 


The Governor's vetoes of tbe jobs and 


swindles which, by various influences, crept 
through the Legislature will be long remem- 
bered as models of good judgment, legal acumen 
and sound logic. He has never consigned a 
bill to oblivion, however small its object, with- 
out giving good reasons for his action—reasons 
so clearly put that the frisnds of the rejected 
bills could not demur to the decision of the 
Executive Chamber. Then, Governor Hoff- 
man is a gentleman of fine parts and presence; 
one who adorns physically and mentally the 
highest office in the State. For these reasons 
we think that Hoffman is the man for Gov- 
ernor in 1871. No more popular candidate 
can be nominated by the party of the majority, 
and few men, if any, we presume, would be 
more acceptable to the people at large. It is an 
excellent rule thai when we get hold of a good 
and faithful public officer we should not part 
with hm if we can help it. 


SUNDAY—BEEOHEE'S IDE*..—Whatever may 


be said of Brother Beecher's jolly mode of 
storming heaven, there can be no doubt that 
his idea of Sunday, as set forth in his sermon 
last Sabbath, is the genuine Christian idea. 
He says that it is a day for rest and recrea- 
tion, for walking out with the children, for 
excursions to the country, for bright merri- 
ment and social intercourse, for all that is 
pleasant and not ungodly. 
He, himself, was 


raised as a child witb the gloomy old 
Puritanic idea of Sunday—reminded of hia 
sins if he laughed and threatened with the 
pangs of eternal punishment if be giggled 
aloud—he, that now sets Plymouth Church in 
one wreathed smile every Sunday. He has 
learned enough since arriving at man's estate 
to feel that his Sunday teaching in youth was 
wrong, and he has the nerve and independence 
to preach against such principles, even of 
the late 
Lyman Beecher, as 
he thinks 


wrong. And his idea of Sunday is far prefer- 
able to his father's idea of Sunday. 
When 


we consider what mistaken Sunday training 
the Plymouth pastor received in his youth, 
it almost bewilders us to think what a teacher 
be might have become had he been trained in 
the principles he now advocates.

This is all fiddle-faddle — miserable clap- 


trap. The idea that the whites on this Con- 
tinent are in danger of bsing swallowed up in- 
cmtinentally or escontiaentaUy by the Mongo- 
lian and African races is positively absurd.

American races were never born to be ab- 
sorbed by blactaxmoois or pagans.

And as for political power, 
look at our newly elected Board of Assistant 
Aldermen, where the natives of the Emerald 
Isle "are almost unanimously in the ascend- 
ant. And yet Manhattan Island don't rock to 
its foundations; the City Hall is no dirtier 
than it was in Mike Walsh's time; the new 
Court House is no nearer completion than it 
was many years ago ; the omnibuses clog as 
usual; business thrives; the city prospers ; a 
new and liberal Charter bas been wrung from 
rural rulers without tbe use of the bayonet ; 
religion and the negro's rights are respected ; 
tbe arcade abomination has been squelched; 
gin and milk swillers are tabooed ; virtue is its 
own reward, and morality and Tammany Hall 
are triumphant everywhere. If any barm, 
therefore, has come of encouraging Irish immi- 
gration to this city It is difficult to be dis- 
cerned. Hence we advise our Southern friends 
not to be dismayed because a few thousand 
almond-eyed, pig-tailed sons of Joss are 
coming among them to do tbeir bard work. 
Bid them come — "come in their beauty, those 
marvels of duty" — welcome them to your 
Southern cotton fields, to your rice marshes, 
to your household labor; and then you may 
eventually scare lazy Sambo into something 
like an idea that he has either to ''root, hog, 
or die."

TUB Real Relief of the City. 


A rapid and convenient mode of transit from 


the lower end of Manhattan 
Island to 


Harlem river—taking in, of course, the Park 
in its track—has become a matter of absolute 
necessity. There is not a resident upon tbe 
island, nor is there one among those involun- 
tary exiles who is compelled to migrate every 
evening to Long Island or Jersey towards bis 
homestead, that ia not equally convinced of 
this fact. But how to accomplish it is tbe dif- 
ficulty. 
The Arcade Railway is defunct, 


thanks to Governor Hoffman's sense of tho 
duty which he owed to the city. 
The other 


underground plans are buried deeper than 
those who designed them ever expected to see 
their pet projects. As for the one-legged ele- 
vated concern in Greenwich street, ten tons of 
pig iron settled all the scientific questions in- 
volved in that scheme. It bas to come down, 
greatly to the relief of the 
foot pas- 


sengers, wagoners, expressman and others 
who bad to cross the transverse streets 
and must have looked 
up 
tremblingly 


to 
this sword 
of Damocles 
suspended 


above their heads. If any portion of this aerial 
monstrosity ia allowed to stand it will serve to 
remind our classic readers and Oriental travel- 
lers of the famous ruins of Balbec, with its 
line of gaunt pillars, telling tbe story of what 
once was but is not any more. 


But, considering the facts that the arcade 


plan and the pneumatie bore and the rickety 
concern in Greenwich street are all vanished, 
is there no plan by which the two ends of the 
island can be reached with speed, with safety 
and with comfort? We think that there ia 
skill enough and engineering power enough ia 
this community to devise such a plan without 
destroying our principal highway and endan- 
gering millions of property. It seems pretty 
evident that neither a sub-surface nor a sur- 
face railroad, run by steam, is acceptable, 
even if practicable. 
An elevated railway, sub- 


stantially built, ia manifestly what is required. 
Whether it is constructed on double pillars of 
corrugated iron, spanning the centre of sncb 
streets as Chatham, the Bowery and Third 
avenue, as has been proposed, well braced, 
built on solid foundations, with such appliances 
on the track as would render it impossible 
for the cars to overturn, or whether the 
road should be built on arches of solid 
masonry running over the houses, and through 
the blocks, when necessary, as they do in Lon- 
don and other cities, is a question which does 
not perhaps affect the main fact that tha only 
way to obtain true relief for the city in the 
matter of intermural travel is by means of an 
elevated railroad. 
By such a mode there 


would bo no interference with sewers, or old 
underlying water courses, or water mains, or 
gas pipes. A road of this kind would affect in- 
juriously no interest in the city, nor would it 
inconvenience anybody. The property taken 
for the purposes of the road would, of course, 
be paid tor. Of the two modes of travel we 
think there can be no doubt about the advan- 
tages of a road run through the blocks built on 
arches of substantial masonry. It might ba 
costly atthc outset, it ia true, because the pro- 
ject would necessitate the purchase of a large 
amoaut of property, and considerable outlay 
iu building stone arches, but in the end it 
would prove economical, because it would be 
permanent and free from danger. They had 
the same difficulties to contend with in Lon- 
don, yet they have made their elevated masonry 
railroads a great success and an enduring 
comfort to the population. 


We need such a means of speedy transit here

Harlem river.

In a conversation -with the 
Senator to-day your correspondent called Ills atten- 
tion to the cases of Speakman and Wyeth, who were 
shot at Santiago de Cuba, noftrtthstanding aie pro- 
test of tne American Consul. He immediately re- 
plied, "It Is a question whether they were American 
citizens." I suggested that th»y were certainly not 
Englishmen, otherwise the Spaniards would nave 
Buttered for It. 


"I tnlnk," said the senator, "we a-e as quick to 


punish an outrage upon onr citizens a* any other 
government, but you see we must have a clear case 
to go on before we resort to extreme measures." 


"But'" said I, "Mr. Fisn admits, m his official 


correspondence on the subject, that these men were 
American citizens, and all the reparation he de- 
mands is a. pecuniary contribution from the Spanish 
government for their families." 


"Well,that may be,"'said the Senator; "bntthe 


circumstances surrounding their case were peculiar. 
They were foand in suspicions company, and we 
could not make the same kind of a demind upon the 
Spanish government as 11 they had been residing In 
Cuba in the pursuit of a peaceable business." 


I asked the Senator -what he thought or the treat- 


ment of Consul Phillips by the Spaniards. 


"What I hear of Phillips," saldjhe, -leads me to 


thins that ne acted imprudently. Itia charged that 
he handled General Jordan's mail and sent it off to 
the Unlted_States. Now, we must, in order to reach 
the proper view of all these matters, apply them to 
ourselves. Suppose, during our rebellion, some 
Englishman acting as consul of Great Britain had 
undertaken to carry the mail to Jeff Davis or General 
Lee, -nhat do you suppose Mr. Stanton would have 
done had lie discovered the fact? I think he would 
havejcleared him out of the country, or very likeiy he 
would have arrested uan and placed him m the oil 
Capitol.'1 


I suggested that Great Britain, In tlmt case, might 


have made a demand for his release, as she dld"in 
the case of Slidell and Mason. Recurring to the ex- 
pected renort of General Banks, ana *hc probable 
action of the House thereon, I a^Kcd the Senator v, hat 
he supposed tne Senate would do. 


"The House," he repued, "might pass such a 


resolution as you indicate—belligerent rights— 
wiia the expectation that the Senate would 
stop it.

haptily. In the Senate there is a feeling that we are 
not now In a condition to eo into a war.

For my own part, I don't thins any candid person 
can find fault witli the course the |admmlstralion 
has puioued on this subject. It is the wisest and the 
best that could have been pursued."

Dr. Paiton, of New York, presented the report of 
ne committee on Domestic Missions, Ehowinc a 
>alance on hand of $55,037 59, and leaving to the

lew board. Al»o recommend.ng the liberal susten- 
ation of the missionaries employed. A lone and 
somewhat acrimonious debate followed between Dr. 
'avton, or New York, and Rev. Dr. Musgrove, of 
'hiladelplna, and tne report was finally adopted, 
with sundry amendments. 


Dr. McCosh, President of Princeton College, made 
ti earnest appeal for an increased compensation 
ior ministry, and presented a resolution that statisti- 
cal Information be g.ven to the nest General Assem- 
bly as to the inadequacy of the present payments. 
This was referred to the Committee on the Institu- 
tion Fund, to which jor. ilcCosh was added, and the 
Assembly adjourned. 


A large meeting; of tha members of the General 
A=ssmblywas held this evening m behalf of the 
foreign missions cause. Rev. Dr. Irving, one of the 
secretaries of the Board, presided, and a idresses 
were made by the following eent'emen, missionaries 
of the countries named-—Albert Bushuell, Africa:

In other words, notional assent la- buo ta» 
acquiescence to imagimry propo-itions while real 
assent Is belief founded on substantial, existing mas- 
ter. Where there is no real asaanc the mmd is a 
prey to "impu ses, fancies and wandering lights, 
whether as regards personal conduct, social ana 
pol tical action, or religion." 
Kel gious belief ts 
consequently unconditional assent—real, of coars*. 
Jiot all religious belief, for Dr. Xewman's argument 
is one for Cnristiamty as represented by the Catholi*

The objections raised from time to time against 


the praeilce of throwing into the marke's the pro- 
cmcB of convict labor do not seem to have much 
weight, so far, at least, as the New Jersey state 
Prison is concerned. In this Institution over 400 men 
are dailj employed by the contractors, and the 
amount of vvorJr. done must be very large. This 
number will soon be iaereased to 600, as a new ana 
magnificent shop has lately been erected, and 13 to 
be m fuil operation la a few days. 


THE KEW SHOP 


haa been erected at an expense to the state of 
£65,ouo, the work having been performed by con- 
tract under the direction of the Board of buper- 
visors and under the immediate supervision of 
Colonel W. E. Murphy, the acting- supervisor and of 
Dai id D. Henmon, tlie teep_r of the prbba lo 
any one who goed tnrough the building and esam- 
lues the quality and quantity of the worlc the 
terms of the contract jnusi. appear very reasonable 
The building is a solid bncK structure. 240 feet by 
50, and consisting of three floors, the low er one beinir 
a half basement, bnt suitlciently lighted ana veut* 
luted for thq purpose for wmch .t is intended Each 
floor n divided into four compirtments, makinc' 
twelve In all, and each measuring fifty eight feet bv 
fortr. A corridor or passageway ten tee? In width 
extends the entire length along one side of the bund, 
ing, offwhich con-odor two doora lead into each of 
the snops. The workshops are neitly fitted im we 1 
llghied by a double taer of windows and lurnlshed 
with a system of ventilation of the latest and most 
approved design. A well has been sank: for tne 
special use of the shop, and an abundant supply of 
excellent water rans turouac everv portion of tho 
bullamg. Closets arealso provided m a conven>ent 
comer of each, apartment, and the sewerage is excel 
lent. 


TBS HKATTXS APPAKATCS 
extends along the walls oa both s.des, and the entire 
building is to be comfortably heated by steam during 
me winter season. For the sake of convenience in- 
stant communication can be held with the central 
office within by means of speaking trumpets, vv hieh 
enter every n orfchop. Althoueti the nen shop is 
located outside the prison wahs, and unprotected at 
present by any other barricades man the strong iron 
bars which secure the windows, yet the entire con- 
cern is so well arrangcu that an escape on the 
part of any convict is icndtred almost impossible. 
There are only two entrances, one adjoining 
the prison proper, through winch alone the convicts 
pa-s and repass, and the other on the outside end 
for the special accommodation of the contractors. 
The two doors are firmly secured and continually 
guarded by watchmen, and nothing but fne magic 
skill and science of some veritable scoundrel of tne 
Jack, bhenpard type can enable any convict to effect 
an exit from the place.

Hiberaia Hull, m Frmce street, a large number ol 
"misiraided wail's" were congregated yesterday, and 
Trolled away lime by begging for subscriptions, 
rea ling some of their '-own" telegrams irom the 
Canadian frontier, aad enlisting for the fun of the 
tmng. No bounties were offered, not because they 
were not needed, but mainly because they hadn't 
got the "stuir" lojnake "bounties."

Tltis rumor is based upon a private 
circular which was issued yesterday, and di-itnbuted 
to members last evening, enjoining them to be ready 
at a moment's notice.

There were threatening storm 
clouds: but they gave forth no ram, and oa 
the nieht of the ceremonies, while the flowers 
were being "c. Keren over the graves of the 
fconore l dead, the sun's golden rays shone brisrht and 
beautiful through the rifled clouds, giving a joyous 
Splendor to the scene—a snrle of benediction upon 
those feacred mounds, and the- aaa and silent thronsrs 
Ecattflrtug over them their floral offerings. The dec- 
oration ceremonies here yesterday were, as Is weil 
Known, under the direction of the Grnml Army of 
the Republic, and the \ rogramtne prepared was cer- 
tainly a most fitting one and most fittingly carried 
ont.

ARKANOIKQ FOB THE PROCESSION. 


At an early nonr in the morning floral offerings 
began to be sent in liberal prolusion to the head- 
quarters, No. Ml Union square, th"te gift* enibrar Ins 
agieat variety of flower-i, and some or the richest 
and rarest descriptions were mainly the gifts 
of ladles. They tvcie biounht in bouquets, In 
wreaths, in nosrer pota and in flower baskets, 
and 
mjny 
of 
them 
wrought 
into crosses 


and army badges and other peculiarly pleasing and 
accept iWe lorms. Wacons weiem rcadlne-s to re- 
pelve them and soon half a dozen or more were fll'ed 
with them. While thve flor.il tributes wu-e being 
arranged, the various bodies to take part In the pro- 
cession began arriving on the east side of Union 
square. 


By ten o'clock all had arrived, and the details hav- 
ing at length been completed, and the various posts 
of the Grand Army of the Republic havintr taken the 
places assigned them In the line, the procession Med 
into Broadway.

Members of the Posts were dressed la citizens' 
clothes, with a military Utlgne cap, on the front or 
which weio the lexers "G. A. R." Ail wo>-e white 
gloves and each carried a bouquet. On the left 
lappelof the coat or each was a wh-te silK 
oadge, bearing the motto, "For our country 
tnen—For our comrades now." 
They numbered 


about 3,ooo, matched four abreast, and their 
fine, soldierly bearing elicited general encomiums 
along the entire route of procession. Ea*t Post car- 
ried flags and banners festooned wlthcrape. Among 
the posts was one composed of colored citizens. 
calling itself the Abraham Lincoln Post. Several 
of the other posts have also other than numerical 
designations, as, for instance, the Sumner Post, the 
Sedgewiok Post, the Phil Kearny Post and various 
others. 
A feature of the procession attracting 


general attention was the memorial car. It was one 
of Dodd's large express wagons, 
draped with 


velvet, stndded 
with silver stars and con- 
taining, 
beside the catafalque, 
several large 
nrns, 
beautifully 
festooned 
with 
flowers. 
The norses, black and gray teams alternating, and 
ve>y large ana sleek, the nnest specimens, iu fact, 
of draught horses, were covered with black broad- 
cloth palls, edged with silver fringe. Mr. Dodd also

EODTE OP MASCH. 


The procession,-which was lully a mile and a half 
in length, proceeded- down Broadway to Wall 
street, and 
thence 
crossing the Wall street 
terry was joined at 
the foot or Montague 
street by the Western District division, adding 
some 
2,000 men 
to the procession. 
Among 
the addition beside was a company of the Marine 
«orps or the Brooklyn Navy Yard, with their band, 
under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Brooms, 
and the Fourteenth 
Brooklyn Zouaves, which 
also was accompanied by its band. The pro- 
cession marched as far as the City Hall, and along 
Broadway and on Wall street, on this side, so on 
the Biooklyn side, an Immense number or specta- 
tors crowded doorways and steps and windows and 
balconies to get a view of it passing, while fiom 
the roofs of many of the houses floated half- 
mast flags and all along was frequent 
and 


tumultuous cheering. At the City Hall the proces- 
sionists on foot took the Bast New York cars for 
Cypress Hills Cemetery, while the mounted part of 
the procession and the vehicles proceeded on to the 
Cemeiery as they had started.

memorial Ceremonies at the Academy of 


Music. 


The Academy or Music was crowded jast night 


with a patriotic company of both eexes, met to do 
honor to the Union dead. Tne enthusiasm was mani- 
festly sinccie and heartfelt. Every touch of nature 
that was vocalized either byword or song found 
a ready response In enthusiastic applause and beam- 
ing countenances. 


The exercises were opened by the Governor's 


Island bsna playing a dirge from "Saul" and the 
offering of a prayer by Comrade Henry s. Stevens. 
Comrade John Cochrane, the President of the meet- 
ing, delivered an aporoprlate address, setting forth 
the noble heroism and heroic devotion of those who 
nad fought and died tor the Union, and urging a n3- 
tion.u recognition of tills "Decoration iiay.1' Quar- 
tets by Miss Hoffert and Messrs. Weeks, Fields and 
Boulard were succeeded by an address by Dr. 
Thompson, who apologized for reading a manuscript 
address, In consequence of his having had six days' 
notice of tho desire of the committee that he should 
deliver an oiatlon. He claimeJ that he wab the first 
to suggest that the nalion should snow Us gratitude 
to its honored dead by this day of requiem. 
He 


had done this 
before 'lie close of war. By 
th .s honoring those who ha I thus fallen, the 
nation notified its moral culture, and attested 
its Christian civilization. 
We aid but resi.ect 
ouiselves when we respected the feeling that 
respected the dead. 
He quoted from Carlyle'a 
"Sartor KC3aitu3,"nn opinion ot America, which, 
he said, now that the war was over, we could afford 
to laugh at, because America had done something 
else besides growing cotton and begetting millions 
of men. it could point to the graves or more than 
two hundred thousand men who had died for their 
conniry's liberties. In eloquent language the Doctor 
icpUed to tne question ' 'Did these men Lnow what 
they werefl gluing for!" and urjjed those present to 
pieserve pure ami unsullied that for wnich they had 
died. The address -nas loudly applauded. 
The following resolutions, proposed by General J. 


C. Finkney and seconded by John Trejaskis, were 
unanimously adopted:— 


That the memory of over two hundred thousand dead 
blends with the resurrection and life of the nation, and the 
whole laud asks that botlt should be actually commemorated. 
That a commfttf e of live, including the chairman, be ap- 


lomted by the chair to convey this opinion to the honorabla 
lenators of the United States In Washington. 
the interesting proceedings were brought to a 


close by the singing of "Chapel" by Brj ant's cele- 
brated quartet, and Kettle's hymn, "America," the 
latter being sung by the entue audience.

WcsTchcstcr County. 


Throughout TVestchester county little Interest was 


manifested at the recurrence of "Decoration Day," 
except in some of the more important villages oil 
the Hudson river, where the memory of those who 
died to 
perpetuate 
me nnioa or all 
the 


States was impressively honored. At Yonkers the 
occasion was generally observed by a suspension 
of business, most of .the principal stores being 
closed during the afternoon, while an occasional flag 
floating over some of the more prominent buildings 
assisted in carrying ont the appearance of a holiday. 
A piocessiott was formed under tha auspices af Post 
Hitching, No. <M, urand Army of the Bepublic, in the 
public square, at one o'clock P. M., composed of mem- 
bers of that organization, temperance societies and a 
portion of the Fire Department, while citizens on foot 
and in carriages bronght up the rear. In the pro- 
cession was also a large floral car, bearing s, pro- 
fusion of horticultural productions and containing a 
number of young girls attired in white, being mostly 
childien of deceased soldiers. Preceded by a band 
of music, 
the 
cortege dallied slowly through 


the village to St. Johh's 
Cemetery, 
where 
nearly flve thousand people had 
oongregated. 


After a prayer by one of the resident clergymen, fol- 
lowed by memorial services and appropriate nuuic, 
which Increased the solemnity of tis occasion, ad- 
dresses were delivered by Cassius M. Clay, H. M.

the cemetery ID is estimated that 


be-ween 5,000 and 8,000 persons were in attendance. 
Two-thirds ot these were ladles and children. Ex- 
Governor Ward and many other prominent citizens 
occupied positions on the platform. An Immense 
gnantit? Of exquisite flowers, loose and In bouquets, 
were strewn over the graves. That of Lieutenant 
Colonel Wieoecke was especially noticeable. It was 
formed Into a mm.atare floral mountain. 


WMle en route to the cemetery jMajor Thomas 


O'Connor narrowly escaped belns silled by a balkey 
horse. In order to save him-elf he tnrew the animal 
on its side and dexterously disentangled himself^ 
from the saddle. He left the horse to take care of 
itealT and continued on foot wi h the veterans. It is

Trenton, N. J. 


At Trenton a procession was formed at two P.M., 


and a large number or citizens fell into line, headed 
by the military, and accompanied by a splendid band 
of music, that discoursed some choice and appro- 
priate ars along the route. Aboot one hundred 
and flltv orphan children from the Soldiers' Home 
occupied a prominent position in the procession, 
the litt'e gii Is in carnages, and the boys neatly at- 
tired in military nnirorm, carrying wooden muskets 
and commanded by tnelr little officers, bearing 
swords and other weapons mannfactured out or 
some pimple material. Suitable orations were de- 
livered at the different cemeteries, and about 100 
graves were visited and suitably decorated with the 
choicest flowers.

A Holiday at tho Capital—Xarge Crowd at 


Arlington—Addreaa by Geaerol lrf>zanM 
Decoration of the Graves —The Arrange* 
meutg all Admirable* 


WASHIKGTON, Hay 30,1870. 


The city to-day wore the appearance of a general 


holiday. Congress was not in session, all the gov- 
ernment departments were closed, and compara- 
tively little secular business was transacted, 


All the available vehicles were in motion during 


the forenoon, with passengers, male and female, of 
all ages, on the way to Arlington, the street cars and 
omnibuses particularly carrying the largest number. 
Some or the carnasea were trimmed with minia- 
ture flags. Besides, wagon loads of flowers and 
evergreens in the form or wreaths and bouquets left 
the BUI eral places of collection for that attractive 
pome. 


Long before noon thousands of persons had col- 
lected ou the grounds of the Soldiers' Cemetery, and 
the number was increased from time to time by iresh 
an ivals. The arrangements were more perfect and 
elafooi ate than heretufore, under the authority of the 
Transportation Committee and the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Grand Army of thcKepublic, the latter 
having charge of the decoration ceremonies at the 
graves. 
The ceiemomes at Arlington commenced atone 


o'clock, when a national salute ol twenty-one guns 
was flred by Dupout's Light Battery F, statioaed 
near the cemetery. The Marine Band, which was 
stutioued on a large stand erected lor the music, 
near the mala stjud, then perfoimed the solemn 
diige "Arlington," wiitten for the occasion by 
Mr. Henry Fries. The assemblage was then called 
to order at the main stand, which was filled with 
distinguished visitors, who weie admitted thereto 
by tickets, aud the space m front waa filled with per- 
sons for whom seats Had been erected. 


Major Timothy Lubej. Department Commander, 
called the assemblage to order. After piayer by 
Kev. Dr. Newman the triaiid chorus, consisting of 
5oo slngeis, suna "A Strong Castle la Our Lord,'' 
the lull Marine Band accompanying them. Dr. 
C. C- Cox read a poem written by himself for the 
occasion. One of Mozart's compositions was then 
rendered by the choir and the Marine Band, after 
which General Logan, Commander.iii-Chief of the 
Grand Army of the HepubUc, was Introduced, and 
made a brief address, In which ho referred to the 
fact that honor to fallen heroes Is not an invention 
ol our day, but dates back to the most nnclout times. 
He then relerred to the obsequies 6? Athenians nho 
had fallen in battle for their country, describing tlie 
ceremonies which attended them. Amsrlcans. he 
declaied, should never neglect tho graves or those 
who sacrificed their lives to defend the palladium of 
our liberty, to perpetuate our national unity and 
shield our rights forever. This Memorial Day, oa 
which we decorate their graves, was no Idle 
ceremony 
with 
which 
to 
pass 
away 
an 


hour; it was a holy ovation when the floral 
offerings ore strewn tbereott and when the graves 
were ireahened witli the dew of tears. The aged 
fathers, the mothers and ths sisters or tne dead 
united in paying a tribute to the remains of tnoaa so 
dear to them. Throughout the broad compass of our 
land to-day vast concourses of true men and woman 
were voluntarily asseinoled 
to 
pay deserved 
homage to the nation's heroic dead, and to garland 
their quiet tombs with nature's jewels as an-appro- 
pnate tribute of respect and gratitude. General 
Logan then sketched the career or the fallen rrom 
the opening or the war, through reverses to victory, 
until the fluid triumph or the Union arms. He 
offered up thanks to God, and said they were offered 
up by every loyal heart, tor the great results which 
had followed the sacrifice of the dead. 
Be called 
upon the people to renew their pledges of faith to the 
Union and to the protection of liberty and equal 
rights. Let us complete the grand design and make 
our country truly the world's 'Temple of Liberty." 
Let us be reminded that in honoring oar beloved 
dead we wish to honor also tho cause for which they 
felL And wnen we have finished strewing our flow- 
ers and chanting our requiems we will return to our 
firesides with-frcsh Inspiration inhaled from the fra- 
grance of their virtues and deads, keeping tne sacred 
flame of patriotism bright upon tiie altar of our 
American hearts. 
The choral, "Sleepers, Wake," by Mendelssohn, 


was theusqng by the grand chorus, accompanied by 
the Marine Band. 


The assemblage nest proceeded to the tomb of the 


unknown soldiers, where Kev. Benjamin Swallow, 
chaplain of the Department of the Potomac, oiiered 
prayer. 
"The Children of the Fallen Brave," by J. William 
Pape,;wasthen snug by the chorus, and the cere- 
mony at the tomb of the unknown was performed 
by the orphans irom the National Soldiers' and Sail- 
ors' Orphan Home, under charge of t&e officers and 
lady managers of the Home. The chorus and Marine 
Band then rendered the "American Hymn," by 
Keller. 


Tne programme of ceremonies was carried ont 
successfully In every particular. The rendition of 
Luthe"s Choral was very fine and the music through- 
out was considered unusually creditable. 
The florid decorations were both profuse and beau- 


tifully arranged, the tomb or the unknown soldiers 
being particularly noticeable in this respect It was 
covered with a beautiful canopy made or a national 
flag intertwined with evergreens, and on the sum- 
mit was a neat staff, from which floated a silk flag 
emblazoned with the badge of the Grand Army of tha 
Republic. The Grand Tomb itself was liberally cov- 
ered with floral ornaments ot all patterns, consisting 
of wreaths, bouquets, crosses and garlands, while Iu 
a bed of roses on the south laca wad a painted board 
with the following lines:— 


Unknown—as jetted within tbo sheltering iod— 
Yet dour to liberty 4nd k&owu to Qod. 


Ou all the four fronts of the tomb were hunjt 


wooden crosses, with wire loops for the reception of 
bouquets which might be placed there by visitors. 
An impressive incident at the monument of the "Un- 
known" was the placing of bouquets in a cross at 
the monument by the children of the Industrial 
Home Scuool of Georgetown. In the vicinity of the 
stands, and tomb of the "Unknown" flags of all 
nations ware suspended from ropes extended from 
tree to "tree, the vaiions designs and bright colors of 
which produced a tine effect. In the poem of Dr. 
Cox a complimentary allusion to President Grant 
was received with hearty applause, and the oration 
of General Logau was listened to with close atten- 
tion. 


Occupying prominent seats npon tho platform 


were the President and Vice President and all the 
mombeis of the Cabinet, accompanied by their fami- 
lies. Tlie larger portion of the memocrs of Both 
Houses of Congress were also present, together with 
uioat of the military oillcers of the government now 
siatioued In Washington, and very many of the best 
known oltuens of tho metropolis, while surrounding 
the atitn.il wci« sexcral thousand of the general pub- 
lic, an of nhom fo.loned tne exercises With gieot 
appai nit Iwei eat. The weather was waim, but tne 
SKA- was allalitly overcast, aud the numerous trees 


afforded comfortable s&ftde. The arrangements for 
transportation to aud from tix> city were ample, and 
the day may be said to have passed off with satisfao- 
tlontoall concerned. It jar estimated tnat at leaec 
20,080 peraotts were present. 


After the exercises closed at tor Rational Ceme- 
tery, at Arlington, tho decoiatlon of tne graves of 
the colored soldiers, just north of it, took place. The 
order of exercises wag as follows:—Prayer; music 
by the Mozart Baud; oration by Colonel B. F. M. 
Faohtz; music by the choir of the Nineteenth street 
fiapuat church: oration by General Shanks; music 
by the Mozart Band; singing by the colored orpaam; 
music by the choir: decoration of »ae graves and 
dirges by the baud; benediction. 


Tne orphans or coloied soldiers were engaged in 


tlie decoration of the ijiaves under tlie direction of 
Poet No. 14, Grand Army of the Republic, the officers 
or which actea as a committee of arrangements. 


The graves where repose the remaps or Generals 


5e?(»ii912""1> Melgs ana otner Onion generals, at 
Oak Hill Cemetery, were visited this morning by a 
committee of the members of Post No. u. of George- 
town, and profusely decorated with garlands of 
flowers. The graves at the Soldiers' Homes and at 
tne Congressional Cemete y, ID the neighborhood of 
Washington, will be decorated to-morrow. 
The ceremonies at Arlington were again disgraced 
by the occurrence of a bit of narrow prejudice simi- 
lar to that which I described a year ago. Some lady, 
evidently with a Kindly leeltng for some of the Con- 
federate dead interred at Arlington, brought flowers 
with ner and strewed them over the graves of the 
rebels. She performed the act very unostentatiously, 
and yet some poor weaK-mluded feliow tracked her 
footsteps and trampled upon the flowers, afterwards 


decorated the graves of the members of the company 
wno i en doling toe war, and wno are burled in the 
Evergreen and Grove street cemeteries.

o'clocK A. M. detachments or the Grand Army of 
the Republic proceeded to Black Rock, Limestone 
Hill, Pine Hill and others of the more distant ceme- 
trles and paid the usual floral tributes to the graves 
of the soldiers.

At two o'clock the line or march was tasen 
np at Niagara square by the Sixty-fifth and Seventy- 
rourth regiments, with different posts or the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and they proceeded to Foi eat 
Lawn cemetery, accompanied by soldiers of the War 
or 1812, civic associations and an Immense line of 
private carriages and vehicles. Two large wagons 
of the American Express Company, appropriately 
decorated and drawn by four horses each, were 
In the Iprocesslon, loaded with wreaths and floral 
tributes of the Sabbath school chilaren. Arriving at 
the cemetery the graves were visited and decorated, 
dirges played by the bands, and reeling addresses 
delivered.

dren or the Soldiers and Sailors' National Orphan 
Home strewed the graves of Gettysburg's thirty- 
seven hundred dead with flowers. The ceremony 
was quite Impressive. The remembrance of the 
thrilling incidents enacted on these fields six years 
ago was vividly recalled to mind. The exercises 
were concluded by an address by Lieutenant 
McKenzie, who recalled the terrible Incidents of the 
battle and reminded us of the debt we owe to those 
who perilled their lives ror taose great principles 
whose rruits we enjoy. 


Observance of the Day in Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 30,1870. 


The decoration of soUiers' graves, which was 


commenced yesterday by a portion of the volunteers, 
so as not to Interfere with the inspection parades, 
alao fixed for to-day,:w&s continued this morning.

MELANCHOLY RESULTS OF A FBOLIC. 


fvro Young Men Injured and One las!nut!y 


Killed. 


[Prom the Syracuse. Journal, May 28.]

The regatta committee of the New York Yacht 


Club, composed of Messrs. Philip Schuyler, Sheppard 
Homans and Henry 0. Babcock, announce the rol- 
lowmg rules uud regulations for the approaching 
regatta:— 


The annual regatta of the New York Yacht Club 
will come olf on Tuesday morning, June 14, at ten 
o'clock A. M. The value of the prizes for the two 
classes—sloops and schooners—Is jaw foreach class, 
and one prise of S100 for the second class of sloops. 
The sailing courses and directions for the start are 


as follows:—A flagooat will be anchored abreast of 
the club house, Staten Island, about three-quarters 
of a mlie Irom the snore, west of which tlie second 
class sloops will auenor in line about forty yards 
apart, the first ciass sloops In line 200 yards north, 
and the schooners in Hue -200 yards north of the first 
class sloops, about fifty yards apart. In talcing posi- 
tion In the line each yacht may select ita own in the 
order of its arrival at the anchorage, and the com- 
mittee would suggest that the yachts arrive at the 
flagboat as early as possible, so that there may be 
no delay in tho start. Maiimlls, foresails and gaff 
topsails may be set before starting unless other- 
wise ordered by tne committed. The signal for 
starting will be announced on the morning of the 
regatta. Yachts will proceed from tne anchorage to 
the buoy of the Southwest Spit, passing It to tne 
west and aoutii, and thence to the lightship, round- 
ing it to the northward and eastward, and return 
over the same course, passing to the west of the flajr- 
boat off the club house going and returning. Going 
and returning all the buoys on the West BanK, viz., 
Nos. 13,11 and 9, are to be passed to the eastward. 
Entries will be received until Saturday, June U, 


1870, closing at half-past ten A. M. precisely. They 
must be directed .to the Secretary of the club and 
delivered at nis office, 45 Liberty street, New Yorlc.

The following letter from Secretary IVobeson to 


the chairman of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs relative to expenses for material, oncers and 
men for the naval service, Has just b?ea printed:— 


NAVY DEPARTMENT, May 14,18TO. 
SIR—I ben leave to olfer at this time a lew sug- 
gestions on tne subject of the naval service and us 
necessary expense? for material and for officers and 
men, which m.iy, perhaps, throw some light upon a 
subject seemingly little understood. 
In the arst place, let me say that there can be no 
fixed proportion between the amount of expendi- 
tures for material and ueoessarv purposes and tbe 
number of officers and men employed In the service. 
Tho otllcers and men in the service cost neither more 
nor less than tne aggregate or their pay, wages, pro- 
visions and median attendance, while the es.imates 
and expenditures for material purposes must vary 
each year, according to the actual state in which we 
find the navy material and tne condition to wnich it 
is desirable that it should be brought, and thus can 
be judged by no other standard than that of the pub- 
lic salety and necessity. 


The navy requirements for materials, buildings, 
construction, preservation and repair of vessels, 
machinery, docks, &c.; are absolute, and appropria- 
tions for them are asked for because they are neces- 
sary for material purposes, be the number of men in 
the service larger or smaller, just as the army re- 
quirements for fortifications, &c., are considered 
needful and are estimated for, whether the army be 
increased or diminished. 
The unexpended balances of appropriations, vary- 
ing irom time to time, make, of necessity, a corre- 
sponding difference in the estimates and in the ap- 
propriations called for. This difference is likely to 
lead a careless observer into mistake, buttasaiaer- 
ence in the situation is easily understood. For in- 
stance, there bamg on hand for army ordnance an 
unexpended balance of elgut millions, no further ap- 
propriation for that purpose is asked for; the navy 
ordnance, having no unexpended 
balance 
on 
hand, asks for something more than a million. Bat 
It troald bs a mistake to Infer from these facts that 
the navy is either more expansive or less economical 
than the army. 


It Is constantly alleged, as matter of complaint, 
that there are too many naval officers in the service, 
especially of the higher grades, and that the number 
of officers la these grades Is larger than it was be- 
fore the war. This complaint is founded on error ot 
both fact and opinion. As matter of Tact, the average 
number ot officers or the th-.-es highest grades (cap- 
tains, commanders and lieutenants) for 1858-a»-60 
on the 
active list was 518. On the 1st of 
January. 1870, the number of officers of the 
eight highest grades on the active list was 42 
or nlneiy-nine less than before the war. The pro 
portion of officers on the active list to the necessitie 
of the service, with the existing number and classe 
of vessels, is about right. 


Our naval organizations are small, ana in servlo 
are largely separated from and inlepeadent of eac 
other. Each organization, however small, must b 
complete in itseli for tvery purpose of service, wit 
its complement of oificers. sulllcisnt In uumber au 
experience for every kind of duty and responsibility 
More than one-naif of the otllcers on the active Us 
are now actually at sea; but they cannot—no office 
can or should—remain always at sea. The efflciene, 
of the service and common humanity alike requir 
taat they should have regular relief from tneir dls 
tsjQt and dangerous duties. But if this were other 
wise still they must come home in tne ship 
which carried them ou% 
because the scame 
are enlisted for onlv three years, and mus 
bs returned to the 
United States 
for dls 
charge, and their officers must come with them. 
There are, however, other reasons why ail the oill 
cei-s cannot be Kept always at se.u They are ueede 
for shore duty—duty required by law—duty as essen 
tial to the etiieieacj--, good order and safety or th 
navy as issea service itself. 
Ships are neither built nor manned, nor armed 
nor equipped, nor largely required ut sea. AU th 
business connected with tho buildmc, preserving 
and repairing of wur vessels, with recruiting am 
eulistlae men, with providing ordnance, means fo: 
navigation, equipment, provisions, clothing, meJi 
cmes, hospitals, &c., must be attended to on land. 
Hence the necessity of navy yur.ls and naval sta 
tions and an adequate number of oliicers and nisn 
to manage, coiwuot and protect them. 


The education of cadet midshipmen requires Its 
quota of both oliicers and vessels. Courts martia 
and courts of inquiry, composed of commissioned 
oflicers, as required by law, are aj indispensable in 
administering naval law and justice as are civi 
courts in civil affaiis. Hoards or examination and 
retiring boardi are required by law, and b iards o 
survey and Inspection are a constant convenience 
and nccessitv. Officers are also constantly required 
aud employed on other important duty not connected 
wiih tne several squadrons, some in acquiring i 
knowledge of the civil code, some, under require 
meut ol law. on the Lighthouse Board, with tlie 
O.iast survey, the Observatory and Hvdrographic 
Ofllce; some, in obedience to resolutions of Congress 
in m.iklug soundings for telegraphic cables, am 
some in exploring the routes of the great inter 
•oceanic canal. 


Officers of competent rank, knowledge and expc 
rlence are required for all these duties, alike by tin 
necessities ol the service aud the provisions of esl^t 
ingiuw-i. Whether they are enir.frecl in active duty 
or waiting or.lers, justice and sound pollcr concur in 
rcijulrin?—what existing laiv.i also require—that the 
pay of naval ofllcera shall lo some extent continue. 
If I his were not common Justice It would be at least 
common prudence. No maritime and naval Power 
has ever been, or ever wdl be, guillvor this 1'ollv of 
turning its naval officers adrift the" moment then 
cruise is ended. 


Navy officers fit for important commands require 
tlie training and experience of years, aud cannot be 
obtained at a moment's notice nor be called luio ex- 
istence by proclamation any more than can ships 
dockyards, arsenals or ordnance, none of which can 
be legislated lolo being, oven upon tue spur of rebel 
lion or Invasion. 
it rnunt not be forgotten that a sliip-or-rrar, armed, 
equipped, manned, and officered, for efficient service, 
la the combined result of much labor, 8KU1, science 
training, discipline and experience, produced bj 
slow processes and organized with, care. 


We arc claiming to be a great naval Power: and 
yet, while tne necessity for a naval force com'men- 
snrule with our coinmerca and rapidly extending- 
territory and trade becomes daily more and more 
urgent, we are apparently forgetful or, or indifferent; 
LO, the fact that ships and naval organizations can- 


be, wlio wish to bo discontent, but only those wtt» 
desire that the power of our government snail 
be rocosnized abroad, and 
Its dignity main- 
taimnl. uud that (he spirit of our Institutions shall 
bo felt 
for good 
on 
foreign shores. 
Such 
1 would respectfully remind that" while our notion, 
proad and progressive, with a long coast line, an 
eu'.erpnslns: people and large commercial interests, 
must constantly accept foreign relations, obligations 
aud duties the mosl important and cllillcult ana 
sometimes dangerous, wo are yet wllnoat adequate 
means of illustrating our principles or orenlorclni a 
foreign policy. "

not be extemporized like regiments, bnt &r<-, as I 
have said, the growth and product of lone-continued 
industry aud skill. 


I beg leave to remark, in this connection, that 
merchant steamers, whether of Iron or wood, built 
as they now are lu this country, can be of little 
value in time of war, except as privateers. As 
such they would be terrible foes to the enemy's com- 
merce. Hut they cnnnot encounter war ships, for 
they are not built to carry Heavy batteries nor to 
resist the action of heavy shot or shell. 
While 
therefore, they would, lor mauy purposes, form a 
valuable auxiliary of our iorce, they cannot be re- 
lied on as the mam body of the navy. 
If we are to have a navy, it our navjil vessels 
are expected to encounter hostile ships, we must, 
as formerly, have ships of corresponding size and 
force to meet them, as well as officers and seamen 
equal in training and skill with those ot the enemy. 
Meanwhile, it would, uudoubtedlv, be a wise econ- 
omy in time ot peace to use. as. far as possible, 
small vessels ,ln the service, as these may be em- 
ployed with email crews and, distributed more 
widely, would fulfill witn the small force allowed, 
more nearly the requirements of the naval 
service. Hut we have very few small ships worth 
repairing,.and fans the force allowed is now concen- 
trated more than should be the case in the larger 
ships and at remote points. But assuredly this is 
not the fault of the administration. Let the needtni 
means and authority be given and proper ships of 
each class will follow as soon as industry and skill 
can produce them. 


There is some suggestion that we have too many 
navy yards along our coasts. Bat all naval prepara- 
tion must have regard to the needs of war as well as 
of peace. Should we engage in a maritime war Uie 
folly 
of 
having but 
one naval station 
on 
a long line of Atlantic coast would, I think, 
become evident to the most careless observer. 
We snould men nn.1 the need of yards in favor- 
able situations, lu order to multiply facilities In dif- 
ferent latitudes for the shelter and for the build- 
ing, repairing and fitting out oi ships and lor the 
defence of our maritime towns and harbors. 


One of the most pressing present needs is for more 
dry docks. II these be denied aud we are to have 
no permanent Improvements In our yards 'on the 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts, we should at least have the 
means and authority to build a floating dock, whlcn 
could if need be go to sea and be sent to Key West 
or some other convenient point to save the expense 
of time ana money consumed by sending every ship 
that needs repair, however slight, to some Northern 
yard. Such a dock would save its cost in a single 
year. 


Building material should also be stored up, 
particularly timber, for seasoning (of wtjjli not 
a stick, not a knee, is now on band), and the 
building of powerful cruising ships should be com- 
menced as soon as the material can be procured. 
We require also to be provides with heavy ord- 
nance, with guns equal to any that can be found in 
European naval batteries. 
Naval guns of large calibre—e. g., tne eleven or 
fifteen inch guns, have been proved to oe among the 
best, if not the very best, yet produced. Wot one 
has ever burst in action. The muzzles of two of 
them Tvere broken off at the bombardment of Fort 
Fisher, not, however, from any weakness in the 
guns, bnt because they fitted too tightly In the port- 
holes and could not stand tbe consequent vibration. 
They have always stood tho extreme pest of constant 
firing. Guns of this character are produced slowly, 
aud should be cast ana In readiness for use' aa 
rapidly as circumstances will permit, 
Ihe submarine torpedo was round, daring the late 
rebellion, to be of immense importance for both of- 
fensive ana defensive purposes. Torpedoes and tor- 
pedo schools and practice have been-already 
adopted Into European naval service, and we must 
keep pace with tnem and be prepared to use, as well 
as to encounter, this new and formidable Instrument 
of warfare. A wise economy requires that adequate 
means be provided for this purpose, 
I have made these brief suggestions, most of them 
already alluded to in my annual report, and all of 
them lying on the surface of the subject, for the pur- 
pose of representing some of the necessities of the 
naval service and ot answering some of the most 
common mistakes of tliose who are in the baoit of 
u,. yan i^eempuivcn mil, ana a landscape by u, u.
